Professor Wright Criticised.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 


You have lately published, I see, an 
extract from an article by Professer G. 
F. Wright, of Oberlin, m which he 
speaks slightingly of the growing dis- 
position to give attention, in theologi- 
cal schools, to social economics. His 
ground is, that only a few can become 
experts, and that slightness of knowl- 
edge may do harm in trying todo good. 
This seems a singularly futile reason. 
How many can become experts in 
geology? But would Professor Wright 
object to giving the young theologians 
of Oberlin a course of geological lec- 
tures sufficient to give them an intelli- 
gent view of the general course and 
state of this important physical science 
and its sisters, 80 that when, as. Chris- 
tian teachers, they have to deal with 
men who are so much interested in 
matter as to forget mind, their fingers 
will not be all thumbs? Is it of nouse 
to me, as a Christian minister, to read 
Professor Leconte, because assuredly I 
shall never trace out a moraine, medial, 
terminal, or lateral, and shall never 
make out the course of a river bed ex- 
cept with the help of the river? I do 
not know whether Professor Wright 
would acknowledge that social econ- 
omics is quite as important an aid to 
the kingdom of God as geology, or even 
more so, but I am.sure that most edu- 
cated Christian men and women, on 
this eve of the twentieth century,would 
hold that it is. Then surely young pas- 
tors ought to know enough of it to have 
some intelligetice of discrimination 
amvag the various social tendencies of 
to-day, some of which are an evolution 
of the gospel of Christ, and others of 
the gospel of Antichrist, the two often 
so implicated and interwoven as to puz- 
zle even a trained intelligence, and cer- 
tain-to-baffle entirely an untrained one. 
It is to be hoped that young men aré 
quite ascapable under yood instruction, 
of being imhued with the docta ignoran- 
tia in the realm of economics as in that 
of physics,.or of divinity; and if they 
are, their training in economical science, 
if it does nothing more, will aid them 
eventually to know to whom, among 
sociological experts, they are to give 
the support of their sympathy and com- 
mendation, and from whom they are to 
withhold it. This alone would amply 
reward a course of economical training 
in any divinity school. 

Professor Wright's article would be 
just as good against teaching theologi:’ 
cal students theology as against teach- 
ing them political economy. Theologi- 
cal experts, in any true sense, may be 
counted on the fingers in any ten years’ 
course of most seminaries. A great 
many students, in a great many schools, 
only get theology enough to denatural- 
ize their religion. 
it is doubtless beneficial to clergymen 
to know theology, if not more, then 
less, and as social economics is a most 
important branch of applied Christian- 
ity, above all, in our age, it is of little 
use for Professor Wright to fight 
against the stars in their courses, 

The prophets and James the Lord’s 
brother—not to speak of the Saviour 
himself—intermeddle a great deal with 
social economics. I remember to have 
seen, years ago, an indignant protest 
in the Pall Mall Gazette against ‘‘the 
false political economy” of the proph- 
ets. It is, nevertheless, coming to be 
unduly accepted, that the prophets are 
all the better teachers, even economi- 
cally, for having been born so long be- 
fore Manchester was founded, and that 
their denunciations against those who 
regard Man as merely a subject of 
‘supply and demand” are likely to 
work their way into public policy after 
Manchester had wrought its subordi- 
nate work and is left behind. Surely 
then it it is well for the disciples of the 
prophets and of James, and of his Di- 
vine Brother, to be somewhat iuitiated 
into the terminology and arguments of 
those who atill know no law in society 
but the law of the strongest, disguised 
under the name of Free Competition, 
of those who, being asked what social 
classes owe each other answer, ‘‘Noth- 
ing.’ These apostles of the Great 
Enemy cannot be overcome merely by 
religious feeling, however deep and 
true. The champions of Christ need 
some apparatus of ideas and facts 
wherewith to vanquish these forces of 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 

It is true, we do not need much eco- 
nomical training to reach the height of 
such statements as Professer Wright 
favors us with in the fragment you pub- 
lish. We can easily learn, and we need 
to insist, that a poor man is as much 
bound by a free contract as a rich. 
Thus far it does not cost either a great 
strain of thought or a great strain of 
courage to be as profeundly penetrated 
with the demerits of workingmen as 
Professor Wright or even Henry C. 
Bowen. It ‘needs, however, a little 
meditation to raise the question, how 
many. of the contracts of workingmen 
with great corporations are really free 
contracts, and whether the sentence of 
a court necessarily expresses the sen- 
tence of Eternal Justice. Cardinal 
Manning remarks that dependent Poy- 
erty, over against indepenpent Wealth, 
is in a very hard case. Toa great many 


Yet, on the whole, ' 


—_ 
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of us Manning’s declaration seems true 
and profound, and eminently worthy 
of a Christian teaeher. The poor need 
to be warned against excesses and re- 
minded that if they are the rich man’s 
brothers, the rich man is of necessity 
their brother. And who can do this so 
effectively as the one who shows that 
he believes them to be suffering under 
a disguised form of robbery, not indi- 
vidual, but involved in the imperfect 
Chnistianization of society, from which 
they must be relieved as they have al- 
ready been relieved from the undis- 
guised robbery of slavery? Surely it is 
not to be very severely imputed to the 
clergy if they, even to Professor 
Wright’s great discontent, show more 
care for the sheep that are astray on 
the mountains than for those who are 
safely housed in the comfortable folds 
of wealth. Wemight wish that this 
accusation of a clergyman against the 
clergy were more universally appli- 
cable. 

Professor Wright intimates that min- 
isters had better leave these intricacies 
of social science alone, and confine 
themselves to the individual. I beg 
leave to think that he who can deal 
with the intricacies of one human soul, 
need net feel himself absolutely shut 
off from dealing, modestly and tenta- 


| tively, with the relations of a human 


commonwealth. This language of Pro- 
fessor Wright, however, to us elder 
men, has a very familiar ring, but 
memory stretches back to the days 
when abolitionist ministers were ex- 
horted ‘‘to preach the gospel, and leave 
that to cure social evils.’ Such lan- 
guage was then abhorred of Oberlin; 
but fashions change from generation to 
generation. 

I have just been reading how, in the 
days of Charles the Fifth, his seven 
chaplains came in a body into the Span- 
ish Council for the Indies, and de- 
manded_ that this, as representing a 
Christian monarchy, should give. ener- 
getic effect to the remonstrances of the 
great La Casas againet the cruelties 
and wrongs practised upon the Indians 
in America under the government *sys- 
tem of ‘‘partitions.’? Fonseca, Bishop 
of Burgos, ‘the ungedly bishop,” 
roughly bade them withdraw, and leave 
the intricacies of administration to ex- 
perts. ‘‘Begone to your pulpits,”’ said 
he,‘‘and preach the gospel.” Their 
answer was, substantially, that in plead- 
ing the cause of the helpless, they were 
in very deed preaching the gospel, and 
that to’ judge from appearances there 
was no spot of the empire where the 
gospel more needed to be preached 
than in that very council. Their stead- 
fastness, in the end, brought “the un- 
godly bishop”’ to silence, and even con- 
verted him into a reluctant instrument 
of their high designs. 

The ministers of God, from Jeremiah 
down te Las Casas, and past him to 
many a humble priest and pastor of our 
own day, have been accustomed to be 
reproached—and not unfrequently by 
their fellows—with being the organs of 
sedition and social tumult, with ‘‘turn- 
ing the world upside down.” They 
need not take the accusation too much 
to heart. Ifthey are true Christians, 
they will not be Jacobins. They will 
not insist on rights and forget duties. 
Their great demerit, in fact, is, that 
they will not insist on hard legal jus- 
tice and forget brotherhood. Yet they 
are the disciples of Him who says: “I 
came not to send peace on earth, but a 
sword’’; of whom 1t is said “I will over- 
tnrn, overturn, overturn until He shall 
come whose right it is, and I will give 
it him.’? That they may have full in- 
telligence of their mission we may 
thank God that here, and elsewhere, 
they enjoy ample instruction in that 
science which, now that it has received 
soul, teaches us that we are ‘‘mem- 
bers one of another.”’

Christmas in Danger. 


Christmas is in danger, writes Eliza- 
beth Stuart Phelps in the Golden Rule. 
Any thoughtfnl observer can perceive 
as much as this. Christmas is fast be- 
coming that something else which, for 
want of a better word, we call Christ- 
masing. /We used to celebrate a festi- 
val; now, we drive a trade. We were 
wont to distinguish a sacred and peace- 
ful occasion from the mass of our rest- 
less days; now we add to them ascram- 
ble, and that the weariest of all. 
Christmas was a joy and an inspiration; 
it is likely to become an unwelcome and 
exhausting burden. Mary of us are 
unwilling to acknowledge how unsatis- 
factory we find the holy anniversary 
that ought to be the quietest, happiest 
day in all the year. 

It does us no harm te take the ques- 
tion of Christmas giving, and look it 
squarely in the eye, ignoring the reluc- 
tance natural to any open-hearted mind 
when asked to analyze or reconsider an 
unselfish instinct anda generous cus- 
tom. We like only too well to be called 
generous. We really like to be gener- 
ous, most of us. But generosity is a 
very high and subtle art. Nothing is 
harder to achieve than the genuine 
thing that bears this name. True gen- 
erosity is not a matter of impulse; it 


may be called almost a problem in 
mathematics, so intricate it often is, so 
perplexing, so deceptive, and so for- 
midable. True generosity proportions 
its measurements, It does not leave 
feeble and lonely old parents too much 
to themselves, while you scour the 
town to fill the Christmas barrels fora 
missionary chapel in Patagonia. 

Real generosity never sacrifices to 
gain the name of being self-sacrificing 
It does not forget to give where it will 
never be heard of. It may even find it 
a duty not to give. 

Why not admit this point blank, and 
be thoughtful and independent in the 
mad jChristmas ‘‘bustle?’’? The rush 
and crush and push, the extravagance 
and exhaustion of our women in the 
weeks preceding and succeeding Christ- 
mas are significant and sad. A study 
of the weary faces in any Christmas 
jam during the months of November 
and December is serious work. 

Dare to judge for yourself. 

Find a better way. Give only what 
you can, when you can, to whom you 
can, as you can, and stop there. Give 
with justice to your income, with ease 
to your hearts, with respect to your 
health, with honor to yourself, with 
true loyalty to ‘your family and to your 
friends, and with the certainty of a 
peaceful recollection. 

Give? Who would not give if he 
could? All he could? Giving is no 
duty. Itis the greatest, gladdest priv- 
ilege in life. It is so joyous a privilege 
that it quickly falls into the department 
of discipline, and we are sometimes de- 
prived of it by the mysterious will of a 
Providence that does not regulate its 
opinion of us by our list of holiday 
presents. 

The hardest of fates is not to be able 
to confer pleasure. We forget now 
and then that pleasure bought with 
money is not the chief ‘‘after its kind,’’ 
is seldom the most valuable. -To give 
your thoughtfulness, your kindness, 
your love, yoursélf—this-is the essence 
of a gift.

and telephone lines, etc. It endorsed 
several existing strikes and boycotts, 
but voted that hereafter none such be 
approved unless requested under the 
seal of an affiliated body. Prest. Gom- 
pers was re-elected, and his salary was 
increased. The meeting of 1893 will 
be held in Chicago. 


Forefathers’ Day. 


The practice is growing, all over the 
country, to celebrate the anniversary of 
the landing of the Pilgrims at Plymouth. 
This practice ought to become univer- 
sal. No event in American history— 
not even the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence on July 4, 1776—had 
greater consequences. ' Familiar as is 
the story of the Pilgrims to every true 
patriot, it can not be recalled to mind 
for the thousandth’ time without a 
quickening of the pulses and a gleam- 
ing of the eyes. That handful of seed- 
corn, ‘sifted from three kingdoms,’’ 
has been prolific in a harvest of liberty, 
both civil and religious, unparalleled 
elsewhere in the world. And when we 
think of the self-sacrifices and sturdy 
virtues of those pioneers of New Eng- 
land civilization, we feel an involuntary 
impulse to reverence and praise their 
memory.

Captured in New Hampshire. 


The following dispatch was contained 
in yesterday’s daily papers and is of loca} 
interest as the two victims belong in Bak. 
lardvale and have been wanted by Chief 
of Police Cheever for several weeks: - 

“HAMPTON VILLAGE, N. H., Dec. 21,— 
Considerable excitement was caused in 
the little town of Thornton this afte. 
noon by the arrest of two men, whose 
capture is said to be an important one, 

The prisoners were taken in custody 
on warrants issued in Massachusetts and 
served by a Boston & Maine railroad de. 
tective, who was assisted in making the 
arrests by Local Officer James McCoy, 

It is understood that the men, whose 
names are William W. Craig and Bertie 
Mears, are wanted for breach of the law 
ina number of cases in the neighbor.. 
hoods of Andover, Tewksbury, Ballard, 
vale, Billerica and that section of Massa 
chusetts where, up to several months 
ago, lawbreaking was rife and the vicin. 
ity was terrorized by the frequency of 
the crimes. 

Houses and barns were broken into 
and valuable articles stolen; barns and 
other property were burned, and depred- 
ations upon farmers were of common oc 
currence, the perpetrators succeeding in 
keeping their identity unknown. 

Several Boston & Maine freight cars 
having been broken intowand other rail- 
road property unlawfully disturbed, the 
corporation took cognizance of the mat. 
ter and placed the case in the hands of 
the detective mentioned above. 

His investigation caused suspicion ‘to 
rest on these men, whom he finally 
located in the vicinity of Thornton, 

They were found in a logging camp in 
the mountains. The officers left with 
their prisoners this evening, presumably 
for Andover.” 

Craig and Mears arrived here yester- 
day. morning in charge of Detective Ma 
honey who arrested them, and they were 
locked up in the cells at the Police 
Station. Mears is the same youth whom 
Chief Cheever arrested for arson last 
summer,Cheever. has had a warrant 
for their arrest since Dec. 2, when they 
broke into the house of W. F. Lewis, just 


‘over the Tewksbury line, in the after- 


noon while the family was away and stole 
asmall sum of money. Mr. Lewis re- 
turned before they got out of sight, but 
they ran through the fields and jumped 
ona freight train for Ballardvale. Mr, 
Lewis, by driving rapidly in that. direc. 
tion, obtained a view of them, so that he 
doubtless will recognize them. There 
was a light snow and their tracks across 
the fields were very plain. 

It is an important capture, as they are 
thought to be connected with the burg- 
laries in and around Ballardvale the past 
year or so and also the burning of the 
Lowell Junction Depot. 

. Ahearing was held before Judge Poor 
yesterday afternoon. To thé "change ot 
larceny of about eight dollars from the 
house of W. F. Lewis, Mears pleaded 
guilty, and Craig first pleaded guilty to 
entering but not to larceny, finally he 
said guilty to the whole charge. As Mr. 
Lewis was not present the case was con- 
tinued to Friday afternoon, Dec. 30, at 
3 o’clock, and the prisoners were held in 
the sum of $3000 each. 

Mears was next charged with larceny 
of meat from the store of John S. Stark 
in July, 1891, and to this he pleaded guil- 
ty, the case also being continued to next 
Friday and bonds placed at $3000. 

Craig was apparently much surprised 
at being charged with setting fire to the 
Lowell Junction depot and pleaded not 
guilty. He was held on this charge un- 
der $3000 bonds. Both were committed 
to the Lawrence jail to await the hear- 
ing.

Teachers’ Meeting. 

The teachers’ meeting Thursday after- 
noon at the Grammar school - building 
was well attended by both Andover and 
North Andover teachers. The meeting 
was opened with scripture reading and 
prayer by Supt. Baldwin; this was fol- 
lowed by the reading of the Secretary’s 
report by Miss Chase. An example of 
thought reading was given by a class of 
six pupils under the direction of Miss 
Chase and another class gave, in answer 
to questions from Miss McLawlin, many 
interesting facts concerning China; this 
was followed by a lesson in sight reading 
en the same subject. Mr, McDonald of 
the State Board of Education, after a few 
introductory remarks by the Superin- 
tendent, addressed the teachers in a very 
earnest manner. He stated that he had 
often read that republics tended toward 
monarchies, but that where there was a 
fine public school system monarchies 
tended toward republics and that the 
former was true only where the masses 
were uneducated. He had occasion to 
observe only a short time ago that out of 
aclass of 20 girls in a High School, 15 of 
them had been at home only four even- 
ingsinamonth. American parents al- 
lowed their children to expend their 
energy in attending too many entertain- 
ments, ete ; churches were partly respon- 
sible for providing amusements for the 
distraution of the pupil from school 
duties; for instance, in the town where 
he lived there were four churches vying 
with one another in holiday sociables. 
The duty of the teachers should be to 
train the pupil morally, intellectually and 
physically, and not any one faculty to the 
exclusion of the others; the teacher 
should give considerable attention to 
Nature study, and be able to hold the 
minds of the pupils to subject at hand. 
The teacher should not tell the pupil too 
much, on the contrary should lead him 
to observe, to compare, noting similari- 
ties and differences, and drawing infer- 
ences. That the teacher was too con- 
spicuous, talked too much, was in tov 
much hurry, not giving the child’s mind 
time to work things out of itself. In 
reading, if the idea was clear, the expres- 
sion would take care of itself. 

Mr, McDonald was suffering from a cold 
and made his address shorter than it 
would otherwise have, been, but he in- 
tends to visit Andover again and will 
then tell what qualities are required to 
make the perfect teacher. A gymnastic 
lesson was given in the hall at the close 
ef the meeting.

In almost any other case for a patient 
to hold his own after having passed 
through such a crisis as Mr, Blaine did 
en Saturday would be regarded as a favor- 
able sign, but with him it simply means

Certain Phase of Weakness 
and lowering of vitality has set in,and un- 
less there isan unexpected rally during the 
next few days the worst tmay be feared 
when another demand on his strength 
makes itself manifest. 

In answer toa question Dr. Loomis is 
alleged to have replied that the services of 
a nurse were more needed now than those 
efa doctor; that a dovtor could do noth- 
ing, and it was useless for him to remain 
in Washington simply to perform the 
functions of anurse. It is known that 
Dr. Loomis made no concealment of the 
fact that he regarded Mr. Blaine as being 
in an extremely critical condition, with 
all the chances decidedly against him. 

Walter Damrosch, Mr. Blaine’s son-in- 
law, was one of the earliest arrivals at the 
house yesterday. Mr. Damrosch will re- 
main here as long as his professional en- 
gagements permit.

Realize the Critical Nature 


ot Mr. Blaine’s illness, and are anxious 
to have every member here at this time. 
A-friend-of-Mr.-Blaine’s, who-has- known 
him intimately for years, said that in his 
opinion Mr. Blaine might live for some 
time to come, because of his will power. 

“Mr, Blaine,” said this gentleman, “has 
always been morbid about his health 
when there was no real cause for alarm, 
but that does not .indicate a lack of will 
power. Heis aman of great determina- 
tion of purpose. He is conscious now 
that he stands face to face with death, 
and he is battling to keep his enemy 
away. 

“He is making a great fight for life; he 
ia contesting his ground inch by inch and 
ie determined not to surrender, although 
he may be conquered. Because of this de- 
termination his life may be prolonged,and 
so lung as his will power remains unim- 
paired he will keep alive.” i 

A Slight Improvement.

WANTS TO GO WEST. 


Asa P. Potter is Trying to Get Away from 
the Trial in January. 


Boston, Dec. 21.—Efforts are being made 
by representatives of Asa P. Potter, who 
are in Washington, to induce the present 
administration of the department of jus- 
tice to instruct the attorney general to 
drop the case against Mr. Potter, or at 
least to have the trial, which is put down 
for January, postpuned. Mr, Potter wishes 
to go west and engage in business there, 
aud would do so were his January trial 
not hanging overhim. Itis understood 
that his plan is to go into a street railway 
scheme there. His counsel, Mr. Hyde, is 
now at the capital, and considerable pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon the de- 
partment to have the trial postponed. If 
this postponement is granted it will be a 
long step toward having the government 
drop the case altogether. The present ef- 
forts will probably not succeed, but it 
will not be the fault of Potter’s friends if 
there is a failure.

FOUR LIVES LOST 
By the Burning of the West End Rail- 
road Stables at Everett, Mass. 


EVERETT, Mass., Dec, 2%,—A disastrous 
fire visited the new city of Everett last 
evening, When the carhouse of the West 
End street railroad on Ferry street was 
totally destroyed. Four men, employes 
of the road, were burned to death in the 
building, not having time to make their 
escape. Twelve box cars and twenty open 
cars were destroyed with the buildings, 
The loss is placed at $125,000, 

The car house was built by the West 
End railroad in 1890 and wasa story and 
half wooden structure with a French 
roof, and cost in the neighborhood of $35,- 
00, with all its fittings. The close cars 
were valued at $6000 each and the open 
ones at $906 each, and old stables, where 
horses were formerly kept, was: damaged 
about $500, Atthe time of the fire there 
were ten horses in it, which were all re- 
moved to a place of safety, ; 

The names of the men who were killed 
were Joseph McGinnis, night watchman 
at the stables, aged 30 years, married; 
George Wallace, a motor man, aged 33 
years, married; Luke Glennan, another 
motor man, aged 22 years, single; John 
Clark, motor man, 45 years of aye, mar- 
ried. Another man named Horace Gray, 
boss inspector of the cars,had his face an 
hands severely burned. : 


REFORMS IN TAXATION 


Demanded in a Report Adopted by Pine 
“Tree State Farmers. 


LEWISTON, Me., Dec. 22.—At the meet- 
ing of the state grange in this city, the 
report of the committee on taxation iu 
substance said: 

The taxation question is one that has always 
given much trouble. The state grange claims 
for the farmers no exemption. We base our 
claims on that article of the constitution 
which provides that all property shall be as- 
sessed and taxed equally, according tothe just 
value thereof. Maine is theonly one of the 
New England states without a listing bill. A 
listing bill would tend to bring out the hidden 
personal property or estate. 

We believe that railroads could well afford 
to pay a tax on their gross earnings as follows: 
On the first $1000 per mile gross earnings. a 
tax of $5; for the second $1000, $10; third, $20; 
fourth, $30; fifth, $40; sixth, $50; seventh, $60; 
which should be the limit. 

As regards savings banks and trust com- 
panies the present tax of 4% per cent. on 
deposits should be extended to their surplus 
funds, and that national bank stock owned by 
them should be subject to local taxation. 

The common school should be wholly sur 
ported by state and not municipal taxation. 

The report did not provoke the discus 
sion that was expected. It was unani- 
mously adopted. Work inthe sixth de- 
gree was exemplified last evening. 


MANY SUFFER FOR A FEW. 


Decision of Yale’s Faculty in the Case of 
the Disorderly Students, 


NEW HAVEN, Dec. 21.—At a concurrent 
meeting of the academic and scientific 
faculties of Yale university it was voted 
to prohibit the freshmen class of the uni- 
versity, numbering over 600 men, from 
taking part in any baseball intercollegiate 
games during the coming season. This 
action is as a punishment for the disturb- 
ance created by a large portion of the 
class at a celebration of the successful 
football season, Dec. 3, at the New Haven 
Opera house. This is the first time such 
@ vote has been announced by the faculty, 
though classes have been forbidden from 
playing a single game before tor similar 
reasons. The action of the faculty will 
deprive the ‘varsity nine of some of its 
most promising material the coming sea- 
son. This action is not, however, to be re- 
garded as final inthe affair. The faculty 
is still considering the cases of the indi- 
viduals concerned in the disorder, and 
their cases will be tried soon. 


A Veritable Fiend. 

NEW HAVEN, Dec. 20.—Richard Martin 
of this city quarrelled with his wife last 
evening, and pouring kerosene oil over 
her head and shoulders, set fire to it. Mrs. 
Martin attempted to extinguish the flames 
by wrapping a blanket about her, but the 
brutal husband tore it away and slashed 
her savagely about the arms with a razor. 
A neighbor rescued the woman, but the 
husband escaped. Mrs. Martinis in a 
critical condition.

Royal Persons Who Own American Land. 

According to the information and be- 
lief of a wide awake member of the 
Real Estate exchange, nearly all of the 
foreign potentates are investors in New 
York real estate. He declares that thé 
purchase of a valuable piece of property 
in Nassau street, made about a year ago 
by aforegn banking house, was an in- 
vestment of Queen Victoria’s. ‘The 
queen owns other real estate in this 
city,” said the well posted man, ‘and 
she has bought thousands of acres of 
land out west. The royal family of 
Germany has extensive investments in 
this city and elsewhere, and so has the 
king of Sweden. The ex-Empress Isa- 
bella of Spain owns several pieces of 
property in this city and. in other parts 
of the United States. She is a woman 
of great foresight. The land on which 
the Western Union building stands was 
once the property of the Empress Eu- 
genie, and I presume that she still has 
some investments here. 

“King Humbert of Italy is reputed to 
be a judicious buyer of property in this 
country, and persons suspected of being 
agents of the czar of Russia have been 
looking about on this side of the water 
for first class investments. I tell you 
those people who are in the king busi- 
ness in Europe are shrewd. They can- 
not tell how soon they may be shaken 
off their thrones by political revolutions, 
and they mean to have something to fall 
back on in this land of the free, How 
much better off Dom Pedro would have 
been if he had invested a few millions of 
Brazilian money here several years ago.”

Communicating with Paris. 

_ The methods employed by the Parisian 
authorities for communicating with the 
provinces during the siege of Paris were 
persevering and ingenious. The princi- 
pal means of sending letters was by bal- 
loons and carrier pigeons, but many 
other plans were tried. It was almost 
impossible for a messenger to get through 
the German lines. Even when other 
difficulties could be overcome the dan- 
ger of a search and a discovery of the 
dispatch was great. 

Many of the messengers made incisions 
in the skin and hid a dispatch under the 
epidermis. Others provided themselves 
with hollow ten centime pieces or hol- 
low keys, which could be opened—like.a 
box and in which dispatches could be 
hidden. One was accustomed to hide 
his dispatch under an artificial hollow 
tooth.

Origin of ‘‘Lynch Law.” 

Webster’s Dictionary, title ‘Lynch 
law,” says: ‘‘The practice of punishing 
men for crimes or offenses by private, 
unauthorized persons, without a legal 
trial. The term is said to be derived 
from a Virginia farmer named Lynch, 
who thus took the law into his own 
hands.” These are the main facts in re- 
gard to the origin of this celebrated 
“law,” which, as a matter of fact, is not 
“law” at all. 

In Campbell county, Va., some of the 
rankest and most obnoxious Tories were 
taken care of by law, but there were 
many others not reachable by the statu- 
tory enactment. This being the case, 
Colonel Charles Lynch, Colonel Robert 
Anderson, his brother-in-law, and one 
Calloway, a neighbor, determined to rid 
their part of the county of its enemies. 
They accordingly seized the leaders of 
the several Tory factions and flogged 
them so severely that they were only too 
glad of the chance offered them to 
‘leave, and leave for good.” 

This summary treatment having 
proved so effectual in Campbell county, 
it was soon tried in other countiesgvhere 
King George had the strongest follow- 
ing. Such procedures soon became 
known as ‘‘trials by Judge Lynch,” and 
the “justice” obtained in such courts as 
“Lynch law.”—St. Louis Republic. 


Universality of the Sign Language, 

It is a fact worth noting that the signs 
used by the Indians of North America 
are identical in may instances with those 
employed by the deaf mutes of today. 
A short time ago a friend of the writer, 
who had spent considerable time among 
the Indians, but who had never talked 
with a deaf mute before, conversed with 
some pupils of the New York institution 
by means of signs which he had learned 
from the red men. ‘Where are you go- 
ing?” and “I am going away on horse- 
back,” were the same when given by the 
deaf mutes and by the visitor. 

Another instance showing the sign 
language to be @ universal one was 
when the mother of the writer, herself 
deaf person, while attending a con- 
vention of instructors of the deaf in 
France, conversed on various topics 
with a mute friend by means of signs. 
The French lady had no knowledge of 
the English language, while the Ameri- 
can knew hardly-a word of French.— 
Bcribner’s.

eares to represent a beard. Their ap- 
parell generally is deere skyns and some 
furre, which they wear like loose mun- 
tels; and yet under this, about their 
middle, all women and men, at man’s 
estayte, were rounde aprons of skyns, 
which keeps them decently covered, so 
that, without any offense to chast eyes, 
we may converse with them. 

All the rest of their bodies are naked, 
and at times some of the youngest sort 
of both men and women have just noth- 
ing to cover them. The natural wit of 
this nation is very quick and will con- 
ceive a thing very readily. They excell 
in smell and taste and have far sharper 
sight than we. If these people were 
once Christians (as by some signs we 
have reason to think nothing hinders it 
but want of language), it would be a 
right virtuous and renowned nation.

Uncleanliness or 
neglect is often a grave source of trouble | 
in the handling of milk, not only on ac- 
count of the possibilities of the addition 
of visible filth, but because milk is pe- 
culiarly susceptible to odor, various 
kinds of bacteria and disease germs, 
Epidemics of scarlet fever and typhoid 
fever have’ been traceable to the milk 
supply, unclean cans and other utensils, 
and particularly to propagating bacteria, 
—Boston Transcript.

Two Kinds of Pears. 

It is remarkable that although new 
fruits come to the frontevery year there 
is not a pear yet that has been able to 
take the place of the Bartlett or the 
Seckel. The Bartlett is a European sort, 
originating in England and named there 
William's Bon Curetien. It was intro- 
duced into this country, and its name 
getting lost it was named Bartlett, after 
the man in whose garden it was when 
its excellent qualities were discovered. 
The Seckel is a native, a chance ~ 
found growing near the Schuylkill river, 
Philadelphia, and the original tree still 
stands and bears fruit. 

The Bartlett is in season throughout 
September, the Seckel from the close of 
September and through October. These 
two kinds are no exception to the rule 
that the quality of all pears increases in 
value as the trees get older. The fruit 
from a full grown Seckel pear tree, for 
instance, is far superior to that from a 
tree fruiting for the first time.—Practi- 
cal Farmer. 


A Small Legal Fee. 

The smallest fee ever taken by an Eng- 
lish counsel was sixpence, that fee hav- 
ing on one occasion been taken by the 
late Sir John Holker. Barristers’ fees 
were in olden times much less than 
those now paid. An entry occurs in the 
church wardens’ accounts of St. Mar- 
garet’s, Westminster, for 1476, showing 
that a fee of three shillings and eight- 
pence, with fourpence for his dinner, 
was paid to Robert Fylpott, counsel, 
learned in the law, for his advice.

Not only 
that but my policy ia to be a little ahead 
of the public requirements—not to wait 
until something will pay but to start out 
to make it pay.’’
